Sir : I have the honor to submit herewith the following sanitary 
report of the quarantine district under mv command for the week 
ended June 8, 1901 : 

Matanzas. — Fifteen deaths occurred in the city of Matanzas during the 
period covered by this report, showing a mortality of 17.28 per 1,000. 
The principal causes of deaths were as follows : Tuberculosis, 2 ; gastro- 
enteritis, 2 ; heart disease, 2 ; typhoid fever, 1 ; enteritis, 1 ; broncho- 
pneumonia, 1 ; marasmus, 1 ; other causes, 5. One case of typhoid 
fever was reported during the week.
